The second class is required to pay a moderate sum for 
board, while receiving medical attendance and nursing without 
charge.

Report of the President 


Board of Lady Managers of the California Woman’s Hospital. 
To the President and Board of Trustees of the California Woman's 

Flospital. 

GENTLEMEN :-——As President of the Ladies Board of Manage- 
ment of this Hospital it becomes my duty to lay before your 
Honorable Body the foliowing Report of this work and its results, 
during the year ending 1893. 

And in the beginning, I cannot do better at this, your Annual 
Meeting, than fo congratulate you, as well as the Lady Managers, 
upon the sucessful and. prosperous condition of the affairs of this 
Hospital up to the present date. 

Since our last Report was rendered, this community has passed 
through a year of unprecedented financial disaster and distress, 
the ill effects of which we have felt in common with other institu- 
tions. 

In times of such depression and discouragement, public, as 
well as private Charities are first to feel the stress and stringency of 
the times, and our experience has been no exception to the rule. 

Collections have often been difficult and slow. In many in- 
stances patients having exhausted their resources, have at their own 
urgent request been placed in our Free Ward. 

Still other applicants, not willing to enter as Charity patients 
have waited, hoping that in delay they might in some way find an 
opportunity wherein they might enter for treatment. 

Yet in the face of this unusual condition, we are glad to record 
that in no previous year, has our experienee been more satisfactory 
or our success more ‘assured. In no former year have such de- 
mands been made upon our utmost resources as a Gynaecological 
Institution, never such an amount of almost hopeless cases treated 
and with such eminent and happy results. 

To carry on a work like this, particularly in times of such 
financial depression and discouragement, often taxes our ingenuity 
and resources to their utmost limit, yet we are not Shirking responsi- 
bilities in the least, or abating the scope of our labors. ‘Thus, 
while our balance sheet may not show such material gains as in 
other and more prosperous years, we can per contra, show a larger 
return of successful work and a far greater average of permanent 
cures. 

We wish to make a correction in regard to former Medical 
Reports. Through some fault or misapprehension ‘‘ treatments” 
have in some instances been classed as patients or cases. Now 
a given number of ‘‘treatments” should in no wise be construed 
as meaning an equal number of cases, as generally each case 
receives many ‘‘ treatments.” 
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This fact will account for the apparent decrease in the amount 
of work done in the out-patient department. 


By comparing the present Medical Report with that of the 
preceding year we find an increase of seventy in-patients treated 
during the year ending December, 1893, a larger number of 
operations and with better results. 


Out of the fifty-four Free Ward patients twelve had capital 
operations, the Hospital furnishing private rooms and nurses after 
the operation. All of this with good results. 


The charitable work done has been much greater than would 
appear at first sight, for the reason that the larger number of 
so-called paying patients have only been able to pay something 
for their maintainance at the Hospital and nothing to the doctors. 
The charity thus afforded has been a boon indeed to numbers of 
most deserving women whose means have not been adequate to 
their needs. 


And here a few words in regard to certain criticisms on the 
part of a medical journal of this city, and otherwise by individuals, 
upon our organization, as differing from others in its methods and 
policy. 

The organic law under which we exist debars all practioners 
other than the regular medical staff of the California Woman’s 
Hospital from performing operations therein. 


This condition has been a source of criticism during all our 
past history, as it isa present source of dissatisfaction on the part 
of our critics, but the experience of over a quarter of a century has 
shown that this policy of our founders was a deliberate intent on 
their part and was born of their far-seeing wisdom. 


This feature of our organization, being as it is, unique and 
distinctive, separates it from all other private and individual enter- 
prises and stamps it as a public institution. To depart from this 
method which time has crystalized into a distinctive policy would 
be to change our essential factors and weaken the solid foundation 
upon which we rest. 


From our Surgeon’s Report we find the total number of cases 
treated in the Hospital during the year to be.522. 
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The large number of ‘serious operations performed, the great 
amount of curative work done, and the eminent success resulting 
therefrom increases our confidence in the work we are doing, and 
we trust the special opportunity. we are able to offer to suffering 
women in quest of life and health will commend itself to the 
sympathy and co-operation of this community. 


, The past year has been one of.unusual-and unforseen diffi- 
culties in the experience of the Lady Managers. 


Our Annual Meeting of February, 1893, was made memorable 
by an attempted robbery, after adjournment.. Fortunately the 
thief was caught in the act, the money nearly all recovered, and 
the criminal tried, convicted and sent to the peniteniary. 


Later on troubles arose that severely taxed the fortitude and 
patience of the Managers. Disaffection on the part of subordinates 
who had hitherto held trusted and responsible positions, culminated 
at last in open disloyalty. This was promptly dealt with by thé 
dismissal of those most blameworthy, and by careful pruning out 
and reorganizing our forces in the line of better and more efficient 
service and with a view toa higher standard of -excellence. All 
this has resulted in the greatest benefit. 


This experience has shown us the necessity of important 
changes in our Rules and By-Laws, as well as immediate changes 
in our Hospital regulations. 


Accordingly we have eliminated the Surgical and Remedial 


work from the Domestic, segregated their duties, thus making two 


distinct departments, each under their proper heads, and each alike 
responsible to the Management. 


Upon the Surgeon and his associates with the Matron, devolves 
all.care and oversight of patients, all questions concerning their 
interests, with the care and education of nurses.in training and all 
matters connected therewith. 


The care and management of servants, of all household con- 
cerns and all questions relating thereto, have been placed in the 
hands of a competent housekeeper. This arrangement we find 
simplifies the work, and readily solves all question of responsibility. 
In this way we have at last the security.of knowing just how, our 
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affairs are administered, and as matters of loss or gain are vital 
questions in the interest of an institution like this, involving so 
much time and money, we find the results of this change to be 
eminently satisfactory. 

In August, 1893, Dr. S. G. Boyd, formerly Resident Surgeon 
and first assistant under Dr. Vowinckel,, was retired, and the place 
was declared vacant. 


Since when the duties of this position have been performed by 
Dr. C. C. Ryder, former Interne in this Hospital, where he is now 
serving in a most faithful and efficient manner. Our sincere thanks 
are due him for the able way in which he has assisted in this work 
and for his devotion to the interests of the Hospital. Of Dr. 
Vowinckel, Head Surgeon of this Hospital, we have only words of 
praise. 

His ability as a Gynaecologist is widely known. His services 
in aiding us to carry on this work, his large experience and wise 
counsels have been to us a tower of strength. We desire herein to 
express our confidence in him as a medical man, and to testify to 
the esteem and gratitude with which we regard him. 


Among the changes we have been impelled to make within the 
last half year, has been that of Matron. Miss B. E. Weed, former 
Graduated Nurse of this Hospital, and later of Massachussetts 
General Hospital, came to us temporarily in place of Mrs. Jane 
Logan, retired. Our sincere thanks are due her for capable and 
kindly service rendered us in time of need. 


November 1st we were able to secure the services of Miss Alice 
A. Hall, Graduate of Bellevue Hospital, N. Y., who came to us 
with rare credentials. Miss Hall has been installed permanently 
as Matron of this Hospital, and her qualification for this responsible 
position is already manifest in the improvement throughout the de- 
partments under her supervision. 


As has been our experience in former years, we have been the 
recipients of kindly remembrances and benefactions in the year 
that has just ended. 


From the estate of the late Anna Lathrop Hewes we gratefully 
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acknowledge a gift of five bonds of Southern Pacific, par value 
$5,000, with $600 accrued interest. 

From the Mary A. Crocker Trust Fund, $1,500. 

From James L. Flood, $250. 


This, while it renders easy many of the burdens with which 
we are overweighted, encourages us to hope that many others, 
sympathizing with the unfortunate and the distressed, will aid us in 
our efforts to alleviate such niisery by making this Institution the 
agent of their bounty. 


During the latter part of the year we have been at considerable 
expense in the thorough renovating of the. building, painting and 
tinting the interiors; also refurnishing to a large extent. All this 
has been completely done, and has added greatly to the attractive- 
ness and comfort of the place. 


In this connection the old and ever new question of a newer 
and better Surgery is quite apropos. Not until this is realized can 
we hope for the best results. Our present accommodations are so 


meager and inadequate that we are constantly met with questions 
and impossibilities that must be overcome by better conditions. 
This we hope to realize in the near future. 


It is our purpose and highest ambition to make this Institution 
unequalled, under all circumstances, for treatment of such cases as 
come within our special line, to secure the best appliances known 
to medical science, to connect with us the very best surgeons in 
our city and State, and thus guarantee, so far as it is possible to do, 
permanent relief and cure to the sick and afflicted. 


To facilitate this work a Surgery such as will be commensurate 
with its importance is a pressing need; and, while the cost will 
trench severely upon our resources, we are convinced of its impera- 
tive necessity. 

Of our Training Class we speak with interest and commenda- 
tion. ‘This class numbers fifteen, this being our present limit as 
regards room. As has been said ina former Report, ‘‘ they are 
never sent out as under-graduates for, pecuniary profit to the 
Hospital, but have the advantage of a full two years’ course of 
training and study.” At the end of this term they are duly 
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qualified, and receive their Diplomas and Badges. The class has 
the great advantage of lectures by our Surgeon and staff, which are 
attended with the greatest interest and profit. 


The domestic interests of the Hospital are in the hands of our 
Housekeeper, Miss Christine Wilson, who has already given us 
some years of loyal and capable service. We wish here to record 
our appreciation of her work in the interest of this Institution. 


In thus concluding our summary of the year’s work, we come 
to the question of growth. Is this a growing institution? 


Have we outgrown old and obsolete methods, and the pride 
and exclusiveness of old beliefs? Have we grown into a broader 
policy which recognizes ability and merit wherever available? 


Granting this to be true, we have the essential elements of 
success and are assured of outward and material prosperity, and of 
the enlargement and permanence of our work. 


Each succeeding year’s experience teaches us that to be in 
line with whatsoever is true, benificent and of good report, is of 
itself a sufficient reward for time and labor expended and for 
sacrifices made. 


To this end we earnestly desire the sympathy and co-operation 
of all who can in any way aid us in the work and support of this 
Hospital in its mission of Charity. 


We thank our friends for kindly gifts, for fruit, for flowers, for 
reading matter, and other remembrances. 


Tr our yearly and monthly contributors, our sincerest thanks 
are given. ‘To the friends who have cheered our inmates with their 
visits we are grateful, and we invite any who might be interested, . 
to visit and inspect the California Woman’s Hospital and thus be 
able to judge of its merits 


In conclusion, we thank your Honorable Board for aid and 
encouragement throughout the year’s experience, and tiusting that 
in the years to come we shall be equally favored by your interest 
and co-operation we respectfully submit this report.

To the Public. 


In order that the objects for which the California Woman’s 
Hospital was established, and the nature of the work done, and 
the. charity dispensed by t, may be déstinctly understood, the 
Managers deem it advisable that they should be clearly and 
explicitly stated. 


There are now eight free beds for the reception of patients 
who contribute nothing toward their support, and who receive 
board, nursing, medicines and medical attendance free of charge. 


Each free patient represents an average cost to the Hospital 
of $35 a month; but in cases where serious operations are per- 
formed this cost is greatly increased, and the cost of the free 
Ward may safely be stated at an average permanent charge of 


$350 per month. 


There are, in addition, three endowed beds, making a total of 
eleven free patients who receive the benefits of the Hospital without 


any charge. 


Fight beds are also set apart for patients at the moderate sum 
of $7.50 per week; and there are other beds at $ro per week, or 
more, according to the accommodations and attendance required. 
It must be distinctly understood that the relief thus afforded to pay 
patients is as much a charity, only differing in degree, as that 
afforded to free patients. 


A patient may be able to pay a moderate charge for board, 
and prefer to do so, and yet be unable to pay for private medical 
attendance at home, the cost of nurses, and all the medical 
appliances her case requires. This Hospital accommodates that 
class of patients without charge for medical attendance. 


Since its enlargement it is also prepared to receive a limited 
number of private patients, who may make their own arrangements 
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with any member of the medical staff for treatment, enjoy 
absolute privacy, and thus avail themselves of the advantages 
afforded by skillful nurses and constant medical supervision, 
rather than remain at home or endeavor to secure these at 
any public hotel. 


Two aays in the week (Wednesday and Saturday, from 
II A. M. to 12 M.) advice and treatment are given by the Surgeon 
and Resident Surgeon to outside patients, free of charge. 


The enlargement of the Hospital adds greatly to its efficiency, 
and it is hoped that a knowledge of the advantages it offers to 
suffering women may be extended all over the Pacific Coast. 


All interested are cordially invited to visit and examine for 
themselves, the Trustees and Lady Managers desiring it to be widely 
known and understood that it is an institution whose domestic 
affairs are managed by kind, generous, noble women, for relieving 
the diseases of their sex.

Nurses’ Department. 


This Hospital has a department devoted to the education and 
training of nurses. A regular course of study is pursued; lectures 
by the Surgeon in charge, other members of the staff, and Matron, 
given at stated periods; examinations held and thorough efficiency 
exacted. 


Young women desiring to become professional nurses are 
received upon proper application. After two years’ training and 
experience in the Hospital, strict compliance with the rules and 
regulations prescribed, good conduct, and having passed the final 
examination for graduation successfully, they are given the Hospital 
Diploma as Medical and Surgical Nurses, and presented with its 
* Gold Badge by the President of the Board of Lady Managers. 


Application and Requisites. 


The most desirable age for applicants is between 20 and 


30 years. 


They must possess a good school education; write legibly; 
be of sound health; of sufficient physical capacity to undergo the 
labor and fatigue incident to the profession of a nurse; kind and 
cheerful disposition; and must present, on application, a certificate 
from some responsible person as to their good character. 


Applicants will be received for the first month on probation; 
during this month they are boarded and lodged at the expense of 
the Hospital, but receive no pecuniary compensation. The 
Surgeon in charge, at the end of the month, will decide as to the 
capabilities of applicants and the propriety of retaining them as 
nurses. The same authority can suspend or discharge a nurse, at 
any time during her course, for misconduct, neglect or inefficiency, 
the reasons therefor being always reported to the President of the 
Board of Lady Managers. 
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Nurses will receive a monthly allowance of $10 for the balance 
of the first year, and $15 for the second year of their term, for 
personal expenses, and be treated and cared for as members of the 
household. 


A vacation of two weeks in each year will be arranged for 
and given the nurses, but no remuneration will be allowed for this 
or other time lost from actual service. 


Due regard is always taken of the health and proper enjoyment 
of the nurses, and opportunities afforded them for outdoor exercise 
and relaxation. 


Nurses are required to dress in the uniform of the Hospital; 
to be kind and courteous to each other, tender and cheerful to the 
patients; neat and cleanly about their persons and rooms, and in 
the discharge of their duties. 4/so, to be careful and economical 
in the use of the Hospital furniture and appliances, and especially 
particular in carrying out the instructions of the Surgeons.

NOTICE TO PATIENTS. 


The Lady Managers of the California Woman’s Hospital, 
having learned that owing to the existence of the word ‘‘ State” in 
the name of this charity, much misapprehension exists as to its 
character, its means of subsistence, and the nature of the relief 
it affords, think it advisable to make the following statement, for the 
information of the public, and patients applying for admission: 


They wish it to be understood that the Hospital is a pure 
charity; that it receives no State aid, and is in a measure dependent 
on public contribution for its support. It is, therefore, not a 
‘¢State” institution in any sense, and the original incorporators 
made a great but unintentional mistake in not designating it ‘‘ The 
Woman’s Hospital of the State of California.” which is its proper 
designation. ‘To remedy this misnomer, the Trustees wish it to be 
named ‘* The California Woman’s Hospital,” and will only retain 
the word ‘*‘State” in their strictly official records, and by this 


’ 


designation it will be known in future. 


The medical officers—with the exception of the Resident Sur- 
geon—have always given, and do now give, their services gratui- 
tously to the two classes of patients hereinbefore mentioned. 


All patients admitted to the Hospital, whether free, pay or 
private patients, are under the entire management of the Board 
of Trustees and Lady Managers. 


The Hospital gives relief to two classes of patients: 


ist. To those who are unable to pay anything, and who 
receive medical attendance (medicine, nursing and board, free of 
charge). 

2d. To those who, while unable to pay for medical 
attendance at home, are able to pay for their board in Hospital, 
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and in return receive medical attendance and nursing wéthout 
payment. In this way a most deserving class of sufferers is 
relieved whose feelings of independence would not allow them 
to avail themselves of the free beds. 


These are the two classes of patients for whose relief the 
Hospital was founded, and for whose benefit it is carried on; but 
the Lady Managers deeply regret to learn that from time to time 
applicants have not hesitated to avail themselves of the relief this 
charity affords who are able to pay for the services of a medical 
man outside its walls; and they feel that knowingly to sanction 
this practice would be an injury to the profession at large and a 
prostitution of the objects of a public charity. 


In future, patients desirious of admission into the Hospital 
who are able to pay for medical services in addition to the 
Hospital charges, must enter as private patients only, and can 
select as their special medical attendant any member of the 
Medical Staff. 


Should it be at any time found that in disregard of these 
regulations any patient, by misrepresentation of her circumstances, 
has obtained gratuitous medical relief, instant dismissal will be 
enforced. 


The Lady Managers wish further to add that while the 
usual day and night nursing is furnished to boarders they must 
provide themselves with a private nurse in case a capital operation 
is performed or when the illness is so serious as to demand 
extra nursing.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


CF THE 


California Woman’s Hospital. 


I. This Hospital admits three classes of patients, viz.: 

rst. Those that are destitute and unable to pay anything. 

2d. Those whose means are too limited to enable them to pay 
for medical attendance at home. 

3d. Patients desiring to place themselves under the exclusive care 
of some member of the Medical Staff are required to 
make all preliminary arrangements in regard to fees, etc., 
with the same ptior to treatment. 

N. B.—All pay patients requiring surgical operations will be 
subjected to a charge sufficient to cover the expense of 
ether, dressings, etc. 


II. Terms of Board: From seven dollars and fifty cents 
($7.50) per week and upwards, according: to accommodations. 


III. Board must be paid in advance for the first month; 
afterwards fortnightly, in advance. Any patient whose board 
shall be in arrears over one week will be required to leave. 
Patients remaining for short periods only shall pay not less than 
two dollars ($2) a day. 


IV. Patients occupying free wards will not be permitted to 
intrude upon the pay patients; neither shall pay patients be 
allowed in the free wards. 


V. Articles requested by a patient, not usually provided, 
will be charged as extras. Extra meals, 50 cents. 


VI. No spirituous liquors or provisions of any kind shall be 
brought into the Hospitat and given to patients, except b 
g i § P 
permission of the Matron or Surgeon. 
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VII. Extra nursing, if required, shall be provided by 
boarders. 


VIII. Patients well enough to take their meals at table are 
required to do so. 


IX. Patients in the free ward, who are able, shall render such 
service as the Matron may direct. 


X. Lights must be extinguished at 9 P. M. 


XI. Anything injured or destroyed by patients must be 
restored or paid for by them. 


XII. Visitors are admitted every afternoon from 2 to 5 P. M. 
Male visitors can remain but twenty minutes in the wards, and no 
one can be admitted in the evening. Patients will receive male 
visitors in the reception room when well enouglr to do so. 


XIII. No patient shall leave the Hospital unless by permission 
of her Physician, and no one shall be out after nightfall. 


XIV. Any cause of complaint shall be made directly to the 


Surgeon or Matron; and in case of their inability to remove the 
difficulty, they shall report to the President Board of Lady Man- 
agers. 


XV. Boarders will be charged a moderate price for medicines. 


XVI. Patients will be visited daily by the Surgeons or other 
medical officer in attendance. 


XVII. The Management will not be responsible for money 
or valuables unless deposited in the safe of the Hospital.

‘That 
a meeting was held in the City of San Francisco, January 28, 1873, 
at which a majority of the members were present, and voted for 
trustees, who were then and there elected.

CONSTITUTION. 


AR DIGT Bale 


This Society shall be known as the CatirorNnia STATE 
WoMEn’s HospPIiTat. 
ARTICLE II. 


The object of this Society shall be to establish and maintain, 
in the city and county of San Francisco, a Hospital for the treat- 
ment of diseases peculiar towomen. Incurable cases not admitted. 


ARTICLE III. 


Any person who shall subscribe twelve dollars ($12) per annum 
to the funds of the Hospital, may be balloted for at any meeting of 
the Trustees, and, if he or she receives two-thirds of the vote cast, 
shall be a member for the ensuing year and be entitled to vote for 
Trustees at the annual election. Any person contributing $100 to 
the funds of the Hospital shall become a life member, and entitled 
to all the privileges of members. Ladies acting as managers may 
be elected as members without contributing. Honorary members 
or officers may be elected by the Board of Trustees for eminent 
services rendered in the Board or to the Hospital. 
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ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of the Society shall consist of a Board of eleven 
Trustees, of whom five (5) shall constitute a quorum. Those 
named in the deed of incorporation shall hold until their sucessors 
are elected. 

ARTICLE V. 


The Board of Trustees shall appoint their own officers, enact 
their By-Laws, and fill all vacancies occurring in their body between 
the annual meetings. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The annual meeting of members for the election of Trustees 
shall be held in the city of San Francisco on the last Monday of 
January. The place of meeting, and the hour, shall be advertised 
at least five (5) days before the election. None but members, shall 


be eligible as Z7wstees. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The Trustees shall have power to hold stated meetings, and 
to adopt measures to conduct the affairs of the institution. They 
may also hold special meetings on the call, by notice in writing, 
of the Secretary, on the request of any two of the Trustees, the 
object of the meeting being specified in the notice; and they shall 
exercise a general superintendence over the affairs of said Institu- 
tion.. They shall also have power, individually or collectively, to 
visit the Hospital at any time and inspect all its appurtenances. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The domestic affairs of the Hospital shall be entrusted. to a 
_ Board of Lady Managers, to /o be appointed by the Board of Trus- 
fees, to consist of nine (9) ladies who shall have power to increase 
their number to twenty-four (24). 


ARTICLE six. 


The Medical Staff shall consist of the Surgeon, Resident Sur- 
geon, Visiting Surgeons, a Pathologist and Visiting Oculist. 
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ARTICLE, xX. 


The Surgeon, Resident Surgeon and Visiting Staff shall be 


appointed by the Board of Trustees annually, after their election 
at the annual meeting. 






The Medical Staff may be enlarged, or vacancies therein filled, 
at any meeting of the Trustees during the year. 

All resignations from the Medical Staff must be tendered to 
the Board of Trustees. 











ARTICLE, XI. 


The Surgeon shall be required to make an annual report to 
the Trustees to be read at the annual meeting of the Hospital and 



















for publication, of the number of patients treated in the Hospital, 
in the out-department, and the number and character of operations 
performed. The number of deaths and such other information as 
may be deemed necessary to acquaint the public with the work and 
charity accomplished in the institution during the year. 


ARTICLE XII. 


It shall be the duty of the Surgeon and Resident Surgeon to 
attend without any charge whatever, all Sree patients, and all those 
admitted to the Hospital who are only able to pay for board and 
medicines. In case of their absence or inability to perform these 
duties, the staff shall choose from their number one or more mem- 
bers as shall be deemed necessary to assume charge temporarily, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE XII. 


This Constitution may be altered or amended by the vote of 


two-thirds of the members present at any annual meeting, cr at any 


special meeting called for that purpose pursuant to Article VI. 





ARTICLE XIV. 






At any annual meeting, or general meeting, to be held pur- 
suant to By-Laws, any absent member may, by his written proxy, 
authorize any member present to cast his vote on any

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before the Board; and at any special meeting of the Board, to be 
called under Article VI, when the object of the meeting is specified 
in the notice, any absent member may, by writing signed by him, 
state his vote on the question, which shall be entered by the Sec- 
retary with the same effect as if such member were personally 
present and so voting; provided, that in all such cases there shall 
be at least three (3) members of the Board present, and not less 
than five (5) votes cast, including such written votes. 


BY-LAWS. 


SECTION I. 


The Board of Trustees shall elect from their own number a 
President, a Vice-President, and a Treasurer and Secretary. 


SECTION II. 


It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings 
of the Board. In his absence the Vice-President shall take his 
place. 

SECTION III. 


It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep safely all moneys 
belonging to the Hospital, and to pay drafts, to be signed by the 
President or Vice-President, and countersigned by the Secretary, 
which shall be made for payment of bills certified by the Board of 
Lady Managers to the Trustees. 


SECTION IV. 


The By-Laws may be altered at any regular meeting, notice 
having been given ata previous meeting of the change contemplated,

ARTICLE: I. 


The domestic affairs of the Hospital shall be administered by 
a Board of l.ady Managers, consisting of seventeen or more, 
appointed by the Board of Trustees at their annual meeting. Five 
of this number shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 


At their stated monthly meeting next after their appointment 
they shall elect from their number, by ballot, a President, a First 
Vice President, a Second Vice President, a Secretary and a 
Treasurer. A majority of the votes of the Lady Managers shall 
be necessary to make an election. 


In case the Board shall fail to elect any officer or officers on 
the day above specified for the purpose, or in case of death or 
resignation, such election may be made at any special or stated 
meeting thereafter. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Board of Lady Managers shall meet monthly, on the first 
Wednesday of each month, for receiving and examining bills and 
accounts and making arrangements for paying the same. 

They shall take charge of all moneys received for board of pay 
patients, shall be empowered to receive donations and subscriptions 
and shall pay all the current expenses of the Hospital, drawing 
from the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees, by an order or receipt 
duly signed by the Treasurer, whatever money may be required, 
and paying over to him any surplus they may have after each 
month’s expenses have been paid. 
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The Surgeon shall have charge of all matters pertaining to the 
interests of the Hospital, under the direction of the Board of Lady 
Managers. He shall be responsible for its remedial and surgical 
‘work and shall render a careful and full report at each regular 
monthly meeting. He shall engage and discharge all nurses. 


ARTICLE III. 


If any member of the Board shall be absent for three con- 
secutive meetings, without sending to the President or Secretary 
a sufficient. excuse, her place may be declared vacant by a vote of 
the Board, the Secretary notifying the absent member of the fact. 

The Board of Lady Managers shall have power to fill any 
vacancies that occur in their number during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. 


A fine of one dollar shall be imposed upon any Lady Manager 
failing to attend the stated meetings of the Board; absence from 
the State, or sickness, being the only excuses from non-attendance. 


ARTICLE V. 


The President shall have power to call special meetings 
of the Board whenever she. shall deem the same advisable, 
and shall preside at all meetings, or, in her absence, one of 
the Vice Presidents. Should these officers be absent, a temporary 
President may be chosen from among the ladies present. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Secretary shall notify the members of the Board of all 
regular and special meetings; inform all officers of their election; 
keep minutes of business meetings; file all business letters; take 
charge of bills after payment; and prepare the annual financial 
report of the Board of Lady Managers. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The Treasurer shall at every meeting report the state of the 
Treasury; shall receipt for all money paid in for current expenses, 
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and shall disburse the same as authorized by the Board of Lady 
Managers, paying over any surplus of receipts monthly to the 
Treasurer of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The Board shall appoint annually a Purchasing Committee, 
who shall purchase all necessary supplies as required and present the 
bills for the same at the next business meeting. They shall also 
appoint an Auditing Committee of two, who shall examine all bills 
before they are presented to the Board, certify to their correct- 

ness, and exercise a general Supervision over the receipts and 
expenditures. 
ARTICLE Ix. 

A Visiting Committee of two shall be appointed alphabetically 
at each monthly meeting to visit the Hospital once each week or 
supply a substitute from the Board. It shall be their duty to 
inspect the various wards, to see that patients are properly cared 
for, to examine every department of the Hospital and report at 
each monthly meeting of the Board. 


ARTICLE X. 


A Matron shall be appointed by the Board of Lady Managers 
annually, to hold office during their pleasure. She shall see that 
all instructions from the Physicians are faithfully carried out and 
enforced. She shall have charge of the nurses, and superintend 
their education under the direction of the Surgeon. She shall be 
responsible for the order, decorum and morals of those under her 
charge. She shall have power to collect moneys from paying 
patients, keeping an exact account of the same, and render a 
full report at each regular monthly meeting. 

A housekeeper shall be appointed annually by the Board of 
Lady Managers, to hold office during their pleasure. She shall 
have charge of all servants and household affairs properly under her 
care. She shall have careful supervision of the Domestic Depart- 
ment of the Hospital under the direction of its Lady Managers. 

She shall keep an exact account of all money’s received and 
paid out by her, reporting the same to the Board of Lady Managers 
at each vegular monthly meeting. 
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The housekeeper shall have charge of the diet kitchen in the 
preparation of food for patients under the direction of Surgeon and 
Matron, and shall give it her daily attention. 


ARTICLE XI. 


Any person wishing to enter the Hospital for medical treat- 
ment must be referred to the Surgeon in charge for admission. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Honorary officers or members may be elected by the Board of 
Lady Managers for eminent services rendered in the Board or to 
the Hospital. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


These By-Laws may be amended at any regular monthly meet- 
ing, notice of the amendment having been given in writing at the 
previous meeting, and the amendment to be voted on having been 
stated in the notice calling the meeting.
